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DEVELOPMENT IN EDMONTON DISTRICT: 


Revenue From All Sources Shows Increase of over 100 
Per Cent—Approximately 5000 Settlers 
Lecated in District in 1910 


Perhaps no more vivid story of the 
tremendous development of the Ed- 
monton district during the past year, 
could be given than that which is read 
from the figures compiled from the 
books of the Dominion Land Agency, 
of the homestead entries, and revenue 
for the past year, as compared with 
those of 1909. 

Up in the land office on Jasper ave- 
nue, Agent K. W. McKenzie and his 
brisk staff of clerks are just closing 
what has proved to be the busiest year 
in the history of the Dominion land 
agency in the city. For the past year 
the clerks have been busy piling up 
columns of figures that display in an 
amazing way tthe growth that has 
taken place in this district, figures that 
will go down into history as marking 
the greatest year in Edmonton district 
yet experienced. 

Agent K. W. McKenzie is the prince 
of a little domain known as the Ed- 
monton land distriét, which is fast 
developing into one of the richest ter- 
ritories in Canada, as will be indicated 
by the figures that are produced be- 
low. He sits in his office, and signs 
upwards of yoo documents every day 
in the week, every week in the year. 
His treasurer pulls in land fees, timber 


fees, mineral and coal rentals, grazing 
leases amounting to thousands of dol- 
lars every month. 

Stupendous Revenue 

The year 1910 will go down into 
land office records as that year in 
which the Edmonton district discov- 
ered that it was wealthy in minerals. 
The huge increase of 158 per cent. 
over 1900, is recorded in the revenue 
from ‘timber leases, mineral rentais, 
grazing leases, ete. 

In revenue from all sources there 
has been an increase of over 100 per 
cent. The revenue from all sources 
for 1909 was $105,636.06, for 1910 it 
was $212,229.70. Some of the big re- 
venues were in July, when the rev- 
enue was $44,000, and iin the latter 
three. months of this year when the 
revenue increased from $17,000 in Sep- 
tember, to $37,000 in December, 

The revenue from Dominion lands 
in 1909 was $56,896.00, and in 1910 was 
$81,739.94. ‘The revenue from timber 
and mineral leases and other depart- 
ments under that head was $46,088.87 
for 1909, and $170,758.05 for 1910. 

‘The stupendous increase in revenue 
from timber minerals, etc., indicates 
the immense development taking place

MERCIAL OR OTHER WAR IMPOSSIBLE—PEO- 
PLE WOULD CONTROL COMPANY BOARD 


The ultimate ownership and full ad- 
ministrative control of all the world’s 
industrial machinery and the return to 
the people of the earth of that indus- 
trial machinery in equal shares, is the 
project seriously advanced and actual- 


ly inaugurated under a legal charter by ) purchase, lease or otherwise acquire, 


a Bonston millionaire merchant who 
has made a close study of economics 
for the last twenty years. He believes 
that his conclusions mark the birth of 
social and industrial science and offer 
the only rational solution of the com- 
petitive war for existence between in- 
dividuals and corporations.

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Sermon by 
CHARLES T. 
RUSSELL 
Pastor Brooklyn 
Tabernacle. 


On the Ocean, October 16.—Pastor 
Russell of Brooklyn Tabernacle is en- 
joying his usual health, en route for 
London. He expects to be back in 
Brooklyn the first Sunday in Decem- 
ber. His Sundays in Great Britain 
will be given to London, filling ap- 
pointments with as mpny as possible 
of the smaller cities week days. His 
discourse for to-day from -the fore- 
going text: follows: 

The wonderful force, and immer 
sity of the thought of our text, can- 
not be appreciated by those who have 
never been upon the great Ocean. As 
we travel through the water at rail- 
jroad speed and keep watch in every 
direction, yet seldom see a vessel, 
large or small, day after day, we be- 
gin to get a little conception of the 
world in which we live. It is so much | 
larger than previously we were able 
to comprehend. Yet by the nid of 
the telescope and the mathematical 
calculations we perceive that our 
earth and its seas are small, in com- 
parison to many other worlds. We 
perceive that our solar system (our 
sun and his planetary _ satellites) 
constitutes but a small fraction of 
God’s great creation. Astronomers 
tell us that by the aid of sensitive 
photographir plates they are able to 
count about one hundred and twenty- 
five millions of suns, around which 
planets are revolving, as our earth 
revolves around our sun. And they 
estimate that probably only a portion 
of these suns is visible to our naked 
eye—so far distant are they. Astrom 
omers estimate that there are millions 
of other suns so far distant that their 
light cannot even be discerned by 
photography. 

We stand appalled at the immen- 
sity of space and: the law and order 
which everywhere reign. We _ heart- 
ily assent to the words of the Prcphct 
David, “Day unto day uttereth 
speech, and night unto night showeth 
knowledge; there is no place where 
their voice’is not heard.” The per- 
son who can look upon this wonder- 
ful display of superhuman power and 
who can believe that these worlds 
created themselves; shows to the ma- 
jority of us that, if he has brains, 
they are sadly disordered, unbal- 
anced. The person who, after intelli 
gent thought, concludes that there is 
no God, that everything came to ‘be 
what it is by-chance or by the opera- 
tion of some blind foree—that person 
ic described in the Scriptures in the 
following words, ‘‘The fool hath said 
in his heart, There is no God” (Psalm 
xiv, 1). 1 

On first reading our text some of 
us might have been inclined to say, 
Ah, a beautiful poetic extravagance ! 
But not so, dear friends! As scien- 
tific instruments demonstrate to us 
the immensity of the universe we 
perceive that the Prophet uscl very 
moderate language indeed in his de- 
scription of the majestic power and 
zreatness of the Creator, representing 
{him as weighing the mountains in 
(his balances and holding the seas in 
| the hollow of his hand and that, irom 
| his standpoint, a thousand years are 
| but as a watch in the night. How 
' significantly small we all feel in the 

presence of our God! No wonder 
some great men have been inclined 
to say that humanity is too insigni- 
ficant from the Divine standpoint to 
| be worthy of the least consideration 
!—much less to be objects of Divine 
care and providence! The Scriptures 
encourage us to reason from_the 
| known to the unknown. They tell us 
jthat although God is so great, so 
wise, so powerful, he is also just and 
loving. And the more we consider 
the matter, the more reasonable this 
Bible description of the Almighty ap- 
pears. His power we sec demonstrat- 
ed. The wisdom of One so great can- 
not be doubted. Then we come to 
consider, Could One so wise and so 
powerful be unjust or ungencrous? 
Our hearts answer, No! No one is 
really great who is devoid of justice 
and love. So surely as our God is 
Jchovah he must possess these quali- 
ties. 

When we came in contact with the 
Bible, and particularly after we 
Jearned something of its teachings 
and got rid of the rmisrepresentations 
‘which gathered about’ it during the 
{dark ages—then we began to recog- 
| nize it as the message of Jehovah to 
jhis creatures. It informed us that 
\the great Creator of the universe is 
not only Almighty and All-wise, but 
\loving and kind, with Justice es the 
very foundation of. his/Empire. From 
j the Bible we learned, too, that our 
'Creator had been pleased to make us 
in his own image, in his own moral 
\ likeness, to the intent that we might 
‘enjoy him and the fruits of his righte- 
‘ousness to all eternity. From this 
| standpoint we began to realize that 
‘the loftiest sentiments of the human 
mind and heart are merely the re- 
flections of this Creator. 

Thus coming into sympathetic ac- 
cord with our Maker we can compre- 
hend the principles of his character— 
what justice signifies, and mercy and 
kindness—what is wisdom as con- 
‘trasted with foolishness. From this 
standpoint we were enabled to sce 
the glorious perfection of our Maker’s 
character and attributes, which jus- 

tify the name which he has taken to 
himself when he declares through his 
ambassador, “God is Love.” As we 
icome to realize this more and more, 
we are grasping the Infinite; we are 
getting near to the heart of the great 
Eternal One, who weighs the moun- 
itains as in a balance and measures 
the sens in the hollow of his hand.

and have made the Gospel of Christ 
impossible to the Jew, should give 
an account of themselves and ex- 
plain by what authority they con- 
tradicted the Great Teacher—‘‘The 
Father is greater than I.” And when 
they claim’ tnat the death of Jesus 
was merely a farce, and that he as 
Jehovah merely stepped out of the 
body of Jesus and perpetrated a fraud 
und pretended to be dead and aroused 
his disciples so to think and so to 
teach, and pretended later to be 
raised from the dead—those who thus 
teach and who thus confuse the 
minds of all Christendom and Jewry, 
should explain away, if they can, the 
plain statement of the Apostle that 
God raised up Jesus from the dead 
by his own power on the third day. 

Picture the Great Teacher walking 


“with his twelve Apostles, a nonde- 


seript crowd of those who heard him 
eladly—not many great, not many 
learned, not many rich, not many 
noble. Hear him telling them—those 
who acknowledge themselves to be 
ignorant and unlearned (Acts iv, 13) 
—that, if faithful to him, he would 
“orant them to sit with him in his 
Throne” “judging the twelve tribes 
of Israei.” The statement surely 
seemed fraudulent, and he had not 
the heart to condemn the Jews who 
so misinterpreted him. St. Peter did 
not condemn them, but distinctly 
said, I wot, brethren, that in igno- 
rence ye crucified the Prince of Life, 
us did also your rulers (Acts iii, 
15-17). ’ 

Can we wonder that the learned 
Jews of that day were confused? 
They did, indeed, hear of his miracles 
—his recovering cf sight to the blind 
and of streigth to She withered hand 
of the impotent man; and, in the case 
of Lazarus, at least, they had demon- 
stration of his power over the dead. 
They perceived that these miracles 
were having an influence upon the 
masses—that they detracted from their 
own esteem amongst the people. They 
knew that many of Jesus’ saying: 
were wonderfully wise and that his 
criticisms of their own inconsistencies 
were remarkably sharp. Yet withal, 
they said, we know that he isa fraud, 
because of his peculiar claim to be 
the Messiah and the Son of God. This 
claim of his discountenances all of his 
teachings and mighty works. It can- 
not be true that he is the Messiah that 
our nation has waited for these more 
than sixteen centuries. God would 
surely send Messiah a sufficiency of 
demonstration of glory and power to 
convince the most intelligent of our 
nation, the Scribes and Pharisees and 
Priests. What they all dissent from, 
repudiate and denounce, must be false. 

The Jewish wise men of cighteen 
centuries ago concluded that a man 
who set the masses agog with antici- 
pation of himself as the Messiah- 
Kung, yet was without an army and 
vithout financial backing for a cain- 
caigu, would present their nation to 
the Romans in a ludicrous light. As a 
result they might have taken from 
them, at the word of the Emperor, the 
civil and religious privileges and 
rights they were enjoying. They took 
counsel and determined that in the 
interests of the peace of the nation 
this golden-tongued _—miracle-worker 
should either be exposed as a fraud 
or be killed. They tried first to ex- 
pose him by trapping him in his lan- 
guage in the presence of his followers 
and the multitude. But his intellect 
was keener than theirs and the thrust- 
they mado at him rebounded to their 
own discomfort and established his 
own standing in the estimation of his 
iollowers and in the eyes of the peo 
ple. One of these efforts to show up 
the hollowness of his claims and their 
{raudulency and to discourage his fol- 
lowers is worthy of particular notice, 
us it furnishes us the key to the sen- 
timent of the rulers and also the 
key to the real incts of the case which 
those rulers failed to discern.

ed in a few years by men of average 
endowment; and their picture is per- 
fectly true as far as it goes. Only they 
have not been so careful to state that 
those great natural resources are ac- 
cessible only to tthe hard worker, and 
that in Canada dollars) ') not, any 
more than in England, lie about the 
streets. 

As a matter of fact, any man, es- 
pecially if he have a family, who 1s 
doing well at home, should think more 
than the proverbial twice before he 
throws up his position to try his for- 
tune ina strange land. Large sume are 
amassed in Canada only by the specu- 
lator, the founder of new industries 
and the farmer with capital, and an in- 
domitable will. Farm hands, domes- 


tic servants, and a limited number of 


laborers, skilled and unskilled, are cer- 

tain of a good living, though work is 
harder than at home. ‘They have ‘this 
recompense, however, that rewards 
are proportionately greater. 

Against thé [nglishman, as such, 
there is of course iit Canada no pre- 
judice whatever. Quite the contrary. 
Canada wants him: Only who shail 
blame her if she prefers the honest, 
sober, industrious type ?

islands, unles ssuch sieps are con- 
sidered absolutely necessary. 

As to the popular plaint that the 
Dominion wants only our best men, 
the case is more correctly stated in 
the words of a typical Canadian. “We 
don’t ask you to buy the herse that 
wins the race,” said he, ‘*much as we 
should like it. We willbe glad to get 
the horse that is only a nose behind.

The land hynters now coming in re 
present many sections of distant 
countries, the majority coming from 
across the international border. These 
American farmers are evidently tak- 
ing advantage of the quiet season of 
the farming year to learn a few pro- 
mising truths about this section of 
Central Alberta. 

No Typhoid Outbreaks. 

The measures taken by city  offi- 
cials to purify the water supply as a 
means of preventing the spread of ty- 
phoid, has met with unquestioned suc- 
cess. While the water supply was not 
actually condemned, through an an- 
alysis for the distribution of typhoid, 
the fact remains that with a_ sterili- 
zation system in operation there have 
been no new cases developed since the 
infection period was well past. <All 
the water passing through the mains 
is being treated now and medical men 
announce the absence of new victims 
to the dread epidemic. 

The majority of the typhoid cases 
in this city were of a Jight nature, but 
a few have developed a tenacious 
brand of the disease and one or two 
puwtients cru still in very serious con- 
dition, The death rate has been re- 
markably small for the extent of the 
epidemic and the civic hospital is es- 
tablishing a splendid mark fer the 
successful treatment of nearly all ty- 
phoid patients taken there, 


LABOR OUTLOOK

Stolen By Priest 

One day the father of Felix was 
called suddenly away, to join his regi- 
ment.

It hesitates, being urged 
on the one side that the rolling stock 
and men could be employed but four — 
or five months of the year and would 
be idle the rest.

While an official statement is not 
forthcoming, it is believed that the 
government will retain the ownership 
of the roadbed, but give to all com- 
panies running rights, at the same 
time exercising ‘control of the rates 
to be charged.
